not bo the property only of apeciciists, but should be taken up by 
students of history, urtists, oconosists, and in uw coneral way by 
every intolligont porcon whe micht wieh te approach a little wore 
intisately the o1€ civilisations of the world. The science of 
My nismetios, ho gaid, should not be teken etrictly in the sense of 
BouLllet's Dietionary « "fo dosoribo, to cliussify und te explain 
old coinse" Certainly a knowlodge of many things « metrology, 
“\ history, ohronology, paleography, erehseolory, uytholory, all sorts 
of’ enoyalopaedia erudition, wore noaded to make a cutalogue, to 
a dLeoover & gounterfelt, or to arraunyro % collector's oabinate 411 
‘that was poxipthing, but it vuo Uy no Mound all, and ho propesed this 
definition of nuaisuetion: "The science that utudies und elagsifies 
eoins with & viow to making thon eorve towards o imovlodge of history." 
The gost anciont pocplos that wo know of « tho Labyloniang 
and Egyptians, the “inoane and Jyconians, the ilittitos » nad not 
diseovored the nood of colno coney. thoy used vwolchte and sonles, 
or indulged in baurtore “herve cro obvious divficulties and 
irzvitations in the trade by burtor. “appose the follow who wants 
what you have to soll hoy nothing thet you want in exchange. 


Lefere a deal oan be made, your goods may have to zo through any 


nuaber of handos tou have a giave, tho other follow wants a 
noagure of core You muot find o man who wante a slave, and he a 


nan that wants & copper kottle, ond he « man who wants a hide, and 
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hoe & oan who wants @ bag of onions und bus & wououre of Corn « 
und thon tho dewl ig made. Very gaxrly thore began to be o 
standard sonmedity of exchenge, somotiing that everybody hel 
frequent use Lore 4brahan is ocaid to have beon vory rich in 
Gattle, in ocilvor and in gold, ené in tho account of hie jute 
ohase of the cave of liacpolah, it iv statod thut he “woighed 

to iphroa the silver he kad neawod in the endience of the sons 

o£ Ueth, 400 shekels of ocilvoer current with the aerchant;" and 
David geve to Ornan for hie thrashing floor 600 chokélaep? gold. 

by woight. But there in no mention in the Old Toctanent of 
coined money before “eorcian timece Gold ani cilvor wore used by 
weight but, ut least asong our Aryun ancestorg, cattlo seam ourly 
to have gome into use as tho standord of oxchanges They were 
the most uniformly veluable and atteineble thing they know « 
sonething like the tobacco of colonial Uarylom end Virrinie, 

the beavor of Canada und, I believe, tho sagred cod of Uagsn 
chusettoa Bay. fhe Graeks nioknaned money “gows" und the Latin 
povurniaeemonoy, comes from podueeherd, and peculation was 
oviginally the thoft of cuttlo. Yinos in the Dracenian Lewe 
aro given in oxen, vupeo is from rupteegule, ond sicllerly 

cur word foo gomes frou o root nounine cow. 4ithough in the 
lonexie pooms there 1s no truce of coinod money, the Iliad 

ond the Odgeeey aro full of reforences to oxohange by tulente 
Woighte or for so many hoad of cattle + & kettle of ordinary 

Bise@ in goed condition is worth ono ox; a brags tripod is worth 
& dozen; one pays nino oxen ior « good suit of armor and four 
for a fomale slavoe it was gaid of a man whoee silence had been 
bought thel he hed "an ox on his ton ue." In the loss baokward 
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parts of Greece, thay began vory eurly indeed to use pleoces oF 
wotal in place of wattle. They began to think of thom a8 more 
gonveniente  ‘Thoy hed an intrineie value which did not Geterioe 
rate; they relieved then of the nuisance of continuel weighing, 
and they gould, Jor instance, ba divided up witzout Locing 

the value of the whole, which you could not do very well with 6 
live aow.  Telent, she kel, libra or pound, meant ot Pirwt, and 
song of then havo never Lost that meaning, a woight and not @ 
value. In sone countries thoy mado little models of common 
farming or household thing; knives, gpedes, bells, spits for 
roasting moate, bridges, hate « which ere best illustrated by 
China, at leagt ‘so far ao my agoéllection is concerned. During 
our Civil var & certain fumily ie said to have become rich by 
uaking @ trengh upade thut gained an unofficial but well roecorznized 
Velne as a mediun of exohanre. 

In Egpyt and elsewhere, thoy used gold ringo eas money, 
Very oloilar to the rings used lews then £000 yours ugo in Ire. 
land end other Leltia countrios for the ounce purpose, and thore 
have been dug up in Snosuus ingots of gold or silvor which could 
hardly have been used for anything but "“noney;" but they are 
ungtenped and do not come within our underetanding of what a coin 
ige They axe curiously like tho ingcote ueed in Califarnia 
4000 years later, though these latter are stamped with names and 
valued, 
Convorvative Sparta, long aftor money, in our modern 

agoeptange, had come inte convrel use, continued to use bundles 
of ivon spite tightly bound together by an iron coll. They were 
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four foot long and oix, which o aun could grip in one hand, wore 
a unite hk fow ef these oundlos dug up by tha 4norlcan school 
at itheng, lone lay annoticed, until some one diccoverad what they 
were and guve then an honored biace in o maocwl. 

Bat it was not untll tho world rouched whet sells 
ecnulls its adolegoonoe, sozeivnon (to use a Yelle exprosuton) 
in the seventh or sixth centurlos before Chrlot, that lumps 
of metal were ctasped for the first time ami menkind bogan 
to strive and fight fcr tho Little oynmbold of uatorial woalth 
which neither Uolgiovik tacticiane ner Cormen finonelal 
atrategists in sur day have suecesdod ir iriving fron his mind. 

The history of Groek vemoree hes been aptly divided 
into thrae yo rlods: the Siret whon no Creek city wee specially 
preeoninont, thoazh Corinth in the est end Miletus in the Hast 
usuelly tosk tho lesd: tha second. borings with the fall of Miletus 
{494} and sadéen expanvion of Athens. This period runs fron 
the ting of the “’ersian Varge to tho toling of Athons by Lysander 
(404). ‘The third period includes the rice and activity of 
Rhodese Tho history of Greck colns divides itself inte like 
periodeas the Archaic “oriod from 700 B.6., the beginning of coinage, 
to tho Persian vars (490400); and the Groat Age af Greeeo, whieh 
inoludes @ so-culled Tranoltionnil Yerled (460.415) and the Period 
of finest Art (415.336), throngh tho are of Periclos (443.429) to 
the tinue of Aloxunder. After Aloxander’a death (323) there is a 
short poriod which may be gullead the voried of Portruiture bes 
the decline hae bogum ond continues, as the colnege conclusively 
shows, until the Konan Canquest of Ureeoo in the middle of the 


pecond gentury. To summarise: tere wore bofore the Christian 
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era Toughly two hundred yours of Archalo 4rt, ono hundred and f£1fty 
of #inoet Art, tvo hundred of Decline and one hundred and fifty 
of Continued Decline undor Lone. 

Thaé money should bo invented, three thines wore 
necessary: a strong, intellisent, contral powor, that could 
maize and maintain ite Liat; a poonle cconomically far enbugh 
advanced to feal the nood of a conveniont instrwmiont of exchanges, 
and the wherewithall, theso were found in ..ydia, alone of tho 
countries bordering tho vestorn Jeditorrenean at this tine, and 
it iu in Lydia, as historiany from ‘lorsdetus to lot us say 
Van ~oon » if ho mentions the eubjoct - agroo, that the first 
goings were madas in Lydia tho procions aotels, cold and silvor, 
were found in an anelgan, wilen we call eleotrun, rouwrthly two. 
thiras gold and oneethird siiver. /oriapea they did not know then 
how to soparata tho two. 4% any rate tho oarliost coins thet 
we know are little lumps of this composition with aiupvle striae 
tions ox devioes on the cbvo.so, und orude inguses on the reverge, 
Without lettering or Ligurop of ony kind on cither cide. 

The Creek oities of Ionia snoedily tock up this 
invention and Uiletus and other towns cauct or ctamped Lumps of 
eloctrum and of silvor with types of erect varioty « for the 
Host part heads or foroeparte of unimale. some of these, 
by the Zabrio or workmanship, aro reccenizod as of gsouowhat 
lator date, iscued to moot the oxponges of the Ionian revolt 
epuinot voraia (5000494). The patriotia cities rofuved to use 
Pergian dorios to pay their goldiors and sailors ani reverted 
to tho anglont practice. Some writers of the history of coinage 


waintain that those curly luops wore not etruck by cities at all, 
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but by bankersin Lydia ond Ionia for the purpose of trade, and 
were staspod with their private signota. fhe use of seals is 
much older than the makiny of coins. "She ars Of Lupressing 
& geal or signet wae on undoretood sign of solemn cempact from 
the most early poriod; and it enpesss highly probablo that the 
original idea oz inprescing a stamp on the uncoined lLunp of 
gold or silver wos most probably derived from the common ape 
plication of seal to wax.” (Surgon) Ana wo may cite several 
hiatorte perallola. Anons the frenks of tho Uerovigian Age 
money wag issued by private eolners and vurled remarkably in 
alloy and in weight and we may ovon bring forvard es examples the 
private Levues of the treding componies in California in '49, 
(Babelon) 

Bat all seen to agree that to Croesus, whe roigned 
fron 661 to 546, gertainly may be attributed what Gardner calla 
"one of the greatest of a11 political movenents which the world 
hes known « the isouo cf stato oving." Inese teenes of Croosus 
ave of puro gold oy silver with the foroeparts of lions and bulls 
fuoing each other um it is generally presuied that they were 
the first coina of puro mota struck. They suct have beon 
ooinod in great quantities, Zor not only has the namo of Croesus 
become & aynonym for riches but these littlo old pioees of his 
am not uncommon in colloctions today. twenty of thea, in 
beautiful new condition, were dug up not so long ago by the 
4uervioan Sxpedition at Sardos. Ihave none of the gold stators 
but the oflver io similar and with idontica type. 

When Cyrus of Yorsia conjuored Crooous of lwadia in 
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the middle of the sixth contwy bosore our ore the royal coinage 
of Gardes crobebly gouvsod. Lefore long ito place was taken 
by tho royal darios and cigioi isuued firet, it iw bolleved, 
not by Cyrus nor hig successor Cambyses but by the next Croat 
Sing, Darius, from whom they cot thois nono. The type is the 
Groat King hagtening through hie dominions; the revorve is inouse 
end tho esir changes inaprrooiably from becimning to onde There 
were ulso double darics which are nueuelly found in india and are 
supposed to hava beon chioetly onzrant thoree She daric continued 
to be the dominant eurroney until tho V’oraian Empiro fell to 
Aloxander in 350 and sovoxned tho tendo of osia litner, “hoontoia 
and Sgypt for apoge They aleo were Lesned in enemicas 
qtantitiogs The story te told of Yythius, the richest man in 
the Gapive, who entertained Aorzes ond the whole aruy ect his own 
cost. He hed four million durico 11 cout sovon thousand whidh 
Xerxes gave him to age up the full amoumt. This would seen 
to be oqual to not lees than twonty million dollars, for the 
darig has about tho sune amoumt of cold in it as our five dollar 
plead. 

Vast etores of dexies ware found by 4loxander at 
Sebatoans and OUR s 4% Suse alono he captured, bosides unsainted 
gold ani sliver, nine thousand tulents ef durics, which seans 
to figure out at more than one hundred ond fifty willion dollars, 

It 49 hard te pot o vrolutive idea of the tuying value 
of these O14 Goinse Xonophon in the Anabasie rovonie that the 
youngor Cyrug promioed to mise the pay of hig Greek nergenaries 
from a davio a month to o daric and a halg. In the tine of 


Solon a sheep cost a drechm, a tushel of barley a drachm and an ox 
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fivo drachns. In the time of the Athenian Mapire (476-405) 
ekilled workers and morcemary soldiors wore paid from o half 
dragha or four obeli to o druchm « dey. 4 drachs woo roughly 
a frano or twenty cents. Aseuming a drachm a day enough to 
keep an ordinary fasily in coofort and onpitelising tho day's 
wage at twelve por cont, wo find that 3,000 drachae would be & 
fair fortme, aay eix hunired to oix hundred ani fifty of our 
dollars. Polybrd4us whe wrote about 160 8.0. recounts thas 
strangers voyaging in Itely lived on helf an ap eo day. Ve shall 
come to the Reoen on prosontly, lerhaps wo may get come ides 
of how fox the deric, the dradkm ond the ac vont fron these 
sinple statenontee. 

fho flret coine in European Crooae wore the “turtles” 
of the Island of Aogins, which folicwed within a short tine 
the begiming of coinage in Asia Uinor. Pheidon of Arges, 
who established « new oyetos of Weichte ond nesoures, we 
overlord of Jogina which lay at the portal af Central Greece 
interrupting the trade of Athens ond Corinth. Argos, his 
oapital, wes an inland town remote fron the hichways of ¢ome 
meveg end little in contact with the morchants of the Levant. 
It would likely bo to Je¢ina that the new invention of the 
Hast would oome in the hunds of forcig¢n tradore and it would 
be there thet the need of 4 currency would be moct folt. 
Thase “turtles” ae they were nicknamed aro very intercoting; 
the oarlior ones have a sinplo sea-turtle with plain carapace; 
M little lates Gote appear on tho turtio'’s back. ALL of 
these huve the arohaig ineuse square. Still lator the sea 
turtle tums into a land-tortoise with olaboratud seales and 


the incuse reverse gives way to u series of crossbars with letters. 
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The types on Grook aoing havo pivon the nualematilc 
writer, and give hin today, covery chanoe in the world to om 
ercise his ingenuity and Loarning. There is nuething in 
nunionaties about waich core attractivo arrunent oni controversy 
have arisen. “hero is tho sehool that elaine that all tho types 
sans excootion, at loust before Jlexandor, are religious; thet 
the voins wore issued in lurge part by tho prisste and were struck 
in the teaplos, and even the o’vionsly agonistlo types and symbols 
Bre Yoligious since the canes weve held in honor of the sods.

hey chief product or chico? artiole of trade; the commodity that 
had come nearest to being an oxvhurnge unit in tho preecoin dayoe 
Similarly the double axe of Tonedcs, the trinod of Creton and the 
Wino jar of Uaxog, one of the Cyoladog,. Letapontua dedicated 

&® gold barley ear at Delphl bocauso sho had anasyed proat wealth 
from the ronowned richness of hor soll ond the ear of barl ay 
beeane the aymbel of that city when sho bogan to strike her coins, 
411 tho voing of Oysious boar the tunny fish « her chio? industry, 
and at least ono Creol town, tho fishing village of Olbia, in the 
Crinea, befom it put ite bartor type on its cooing, made thon 
aotuelly in the chape ofa fish. Cyronea (whose ooine ave the 
fizst from Afrioa) took tho silphiuy plant « groatly esteoned for 
modieine and fcod ani now oxtinet ~ the main article of her export, 


and perhaps the olive branch ie on the esing of Athens becarse the 
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olive groves belonged to the state and woxro held sacred. Then 
there ave the owehide sielde of Loootia which, says the Dial 
“are wont to be the prises for the feet of men," The ruming 
hare of ligsyena was ohoson Gs a type, according to Avistotle, by 
the tyrant 4naxilas in comencyvation of the introduction of that 
animal by him into Stoily. ‘Tho ition { ) of Leontini, the 
rose ( } of Rhodes, the kaulow plant of Caulonia, the seal 
( )} of Phoouea and tho wild colery or selinon of Selinus are 
speaking oF canting types of obvious significanga. The Rhodean 
ooing aleo bear ae tynes tho head of Uelios radiate, supposed to 
bo taxon from the Colossus of Khodea « one of tha seven wonders 
of the workds ' Pantioapew ts amther canting tyne with the head 
of Pan on me side and on the cthox one of the coldagmrding 
eriffins who were fabled to keop wateh over the pwocioug stores 
whange tho Grooke on the north of the Uuxine dorived so much of 
their woaithe 

Of ell the godwu the head ani figure of Jougs, the supreme 
diety, appeare moet froauontly, and next to him in favor ia Athens, 
.goddeas of wisdom and patroness of the arts, ler head on the coins 
of Athena te supposed to be copied from the ohryeelephantine statue 
by “hidieg inthe Varthenons Athens vuther disappoints us with 
her coinages In the time of Solon cho was ot111 struggling with 
the even littlor Negara hard by for tho control of Salante, and | 
dreuus . ofthe headship of ollas, whether in lettors, commerce or 
in arma hed not yet possessed hor. it was the logislation of 
Solon and eti11 more the anbition of Pisistratua (660.527) which 
tained Athens from a gnoall city into «= great onee Nor coinage 
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boging in tho timo of thie tyrant, or bose, os we should gaye On 
one vide it hes tho head of Athens und the other the owl. Those 
“oule” as they wore aalle4 dominatel tho 4ezgian world for hundreds 
of yours and for huntrede of yours sftor Athens bad fallen the 
burbarions from the Danube to 4rabia used thom or copied then in 
their orude burbaric way. The initiation of this ocinage wes the 
beginning and foundation of Attic comercial cupresacgy and the type 
was too firmly octablished and was of toc great inportance in the 
world to loave way for chenges and ossaye at other types which the 
lesver utates could curry on without such disadvantage. We see 

in the Attilio aqoinege a devolopuent from the archaic head with 
facing eyo to tho head of later art with the eye in profile. 

After the battle of Marathon (490) and tho defoat of the Versiang 
Olive loavos are added on tho heluot of tho coddege in token of 
Victory, Only towards the ond of tho third century, a hundred 
yoars after Aloxenteor's death, 414 Athone change the form of her 
noney, end then it was & charge only from the luopy Zlan to a 
largex oni much thinmnor one - but the types remained the same. 
Aristophanes in the "Frogs" wposke of the Athonian coinage ao everye 
where dominant, receivod both by Grooku and barbarians. Oven 
after tho fall of Athens, Lenophon could write that foreign 
merchants who oarried away from .thens not goods by the gilver 
“owla” 414 good business, for they could anywhere part with thon 

at a preaiua.s Yethaps bofore finishing with thoce “owls” it is 
worth quoting & line or two frou "Tho Zins." Aristophanes worms 
his judges that if only thay will give his play their suffraces the 
"owhe" of Lauriua, the silver wino of Athons, shall never fail then:

4ftex Athena porhaups tho moct inoportant eolnages of 

Groooe proper are thove of Thebes and Corinth, Sparte coined 
no aoney until after the tine of Alexanitor, and very little then, 
exeept a fow Inoignificant alliance colns as a nombor of the 
Aghaaen League in the second century. These gan only be dise 
tincaiehed by the \A for Lacedacion. 

Vith uniuportant oxcoytions all the coins of Loeotia 
have the Beeotian @hield or buckler os types ‘hoy flatten out 
ee d1a4 those of Athens and the inouse reverse gives wy to & type. 
The coins of different cities aro distinguished from one another 
only by theiy inttial letter. 

She Corinthian series, “colts” thay wore gallei, I 
think asong tho most beautiful of o14 Groooo. Athona in her 
Corinthian helmet and Pegasus ere the types, but there is more 
varioty and beauty in them than in tho Athons Parthanon and Owl

The wncle anegdcte ig 
admnizably illustrated by tho coins. The obverse snovs a chariot 
in which Apollo ond Artemis aro ctanding cide by sidee Tho former 
4s in tho aot of discharging an ursow, dirocted, no doubt, egainst 
the powers of evil. Tho latter vynbolizos tho relief? conveyed to 
wonen laboring with child, for Diogenes telie us thet on all such 
tho soourge fell with Gootial weveritye The reverse is nore 
Striking etill. ‘tho rivoregod islinos, holding eae lustral branoh 
in hig hand, to offorine snerifice, posuilig to Asclepios, goad

After Alexander's death his genorals, who had crossed the Indus 
With hiuePergicous, Ptolayy, Lyginachus am Seleucus, divided up 
his empire and vory soon began the igoue of those sories of 
ooinod portraits which aro the faseination of later Groek art. 
cho Yeleugids in wria, byuinsohus in “Thies, the descondants 
of Diodotua in Gagtiria and the Ptolesios in dceypt heve left us 
their portraite in pro fugion + Desides these direct followers 
of Alexander, there aro othor portraits of the tine that camot 
bo overlooked.  lidthradates the Groat of Pontus (120.63); 
Nicomedes It of Bithynie (1494220); Attalus I of forgamun, with 
the head of the ouwmch Thiloteorus, founder of the Attalid house, 
are & fow of the more intoresting that happon to be in my aole 
leotion. 4% tha ond of tho Dtolomaic sories we havo the bull» 
nook of anthony and the hard jay of Cleopatra on a coin of 
4antiooh. In thie portrait of Cloopatza “we lod in vain for 
tho ohame that faceinated Cassar ond ruined Anthony. ‘The eyes 
ave wide ani eagor, the nooo prominent anl slichtly hooked, the 
nou th lange am exprossive, tho hair modestly dressed ani bound 
with royal dindom.e ‘Tho ovidenco afforded by the oolin tuken in 
conjunction with a pesuare of Plutarch, who says that in beauty 
cho wag by no moana superior to Octavia, leade ue to the cone 
gluoion that Cleopatra's irreaistible chara ley rathor in hor 
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mental qualities ant ulluring munner thon in any mere outward 
beauty.” 

The Greek world now bocones Noman, Proa the aid second 
Gentuzy for four hundred yoars tho coinage of what was the Grogion 
world ia meade in Kome or smder Rome's segis, There is a profuse 
nase of poorly aade cooper in thin coecalled “GredsInporial” or 
“foman Colonial" series. Though it is of great interest we have 
only time to glance at it tonight. Tho quaci-foderal ollver coinage 
of the gigtophorl throughout Aoia Ninor was not interfered with by 
Rome but eontinued to be sirusk dowm to the middle of the Piret 
century.  Onoe in a while there is an cutbroak recorded, ag in 
the silver shekelse of the firet vevelt of the Jows {AeD, 6670); 
and the gountries beyond the Rowan sphere carry on. The Bactrian 
coinage after having given ug somo of the most oxtreormiinary 
portraite of any part of Greege Linally merges into Indien, but 
the suecossors of the Seloucids in ’eruin, the Aroacid Parthians, 
turn ouf drabhns ond totradrachus with Oreck incoriptions until 
two hundred yoars after Christ. 

Thig ie only & pesclng glimpse of Greek coinage. Five 
oy oix hundred kings or dynastics and almost fourteen hundred tows 
strask money that may be galled Grocke ‘Theat ia that wo know of, 
How many gtatez aud rule have left us no coin records we camoet 
eueese One often wandoru indved how co many of theese little 
Tecoxds gould have survived to our day. There were no ancient 
sate deposit companies and the ancient world was torn and rent 
by amies a9 & part of Suropo was tan and rent in the Tairty 
Yoary Var. Colne wero struck ani the troopo were paid on the 
spot » those mercenaries that marched distances that sees walle 
nigh iapgesible to us today. Indeod, quite impossible, for no 
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modern general ooul’ uring bis army from India to Yoreia as 
Alexander a44, or t20 Vero 'a to Greece, a8 Aorzes did, © wou 
desorts and lacking all the wodern refinosonte of commicoeriat. 
Whot eoulé a soldier do, or a townsman when hio town was sacked, 
or & countryman when armies pessed over his fields, but bury his 
little hoard, and hope for life and luck to Lind it ageine 
Thousand of finds in cll parts of the ancient world have beon caro. 
fully recorded, but tho rooa dad ones are in all likelihsod a 
anell part of the whole. Sowe of them have boon iamonse « in 
tho ganali that Aormes dug at the foot of Mount Athos to keop his 
chips and hie armies in contact for tho invasion of Greoce, three 
hundred darios;.in a river of Deois forty thousand surel of 
Syeinachus; e thousand gold staters of “hilip found in e Honen 
village in 1894; the celebrated 4uriol find in 1867 of several 
thousond small Greek pioaes; another noar Corinth of ton thousand 
drachms. dear Drost, twenty thousand Loman Imperial pieces; at 
Brescolle in Italy olishty thousand gold sured all dating betveen 
42 end 35 De0.; in 1860, oixtoen hundred aurl from Angustus to 
Comacdus dug up in the heart of Paris; in 1890 in the foundations 
for tho City Mall of lvreux, o hundrod and twelve thousand Resan 
lupe rial bronges; and fifty thousand more in the Isle of Went 
and only last yoar at Arras a fine lot of Roman gold inoluding an 
aureus of Uaxenting and a hitherto unimown medallion of Constantine 
Chlorus, fathor of the firet Christian Znperor, Constantine the 
Great. 

These have not been preserved in musewas or colleationgs 
until modem tines, for there were no museums or collectors in the 


early days; or if there wore, tholr solledtions wore oarly seattored, 
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Inéood collecting or rather collections could not Yave pulled 
through what ve oall tho Dark 4gop. I raae@sber a typical old Loman 
fanily which traces ite lincssgo wol: to the 9th century amd heb 
the great collection of family archives filod and beautifully 
kept, going through ell the ag0a of home back almost to the tine 
of Charlemagne. But thore it steps thovch the farily tries to 
eee treite or nanes or ownervhip of sites to gomnect it up with 
inporial days. It has not one document or deed or picce of write 
ing thet onan carry the dovotodly docired conneetion beyond the 

ore of the raids of the Goths and Vandalos Sone existing collec. 
ticns of goins wore begun during the arly Kenaissance and there 
ero gevoral towns in Italy for inetance, that have in thoir 
archives rare pisoos of local intorest that have, ono may oay, 
always boon there. Tho great state eollectionshre nearly all 
vory modem, though, of courso, thoy includo ciftts and purchases 
that can be absolutely traced Sesk to the midile agese Poetrare 
(130401374) scane to have collected coins ani porhepa there vere 
a few othera up to the fifteenth century whon it began to be a 
rather frequent pastine ana stuly. Cooimo de Modled hed a cole 
lostion in tho fiftcenth contury; the -sperer Maxinilion I 

(1459 to 1519) establiched a vabinet of coins in creating the 
Groat inporial library at Viemma, and Mathins Corvinus, King of 
Hungary (14658-1490) fowler of tho University of Buda, collected 
aoins of the angients. I suppose many of the mediatigod families 
have collections of thoir faaily coins that oo back to carly 
medieval dayse The ’ringe de Loarn, who was souncellor of the

After Nopublican days all their 
enporers are fimrd in astounding chazactorisation; and from the 
Tirot great luaps of bronza almost to tho ond of the Vester Zapire 
und then in the Sact until tho Turi: cnx along we have the history 
of the world commemorated. iy collection, I an sazry to omy, is 
Btill inadequate to touch mor then e fow high places along this long 
linge ‘ho Yomans ani Italians » whoever they wore - wore savages 
When Groves bad reached her pinnacle. Thoir fizvet money « hardly 
older than the tine of Alexander ~ is made of yudo amorphous lumps 
of bronze witheut marta or regularity of weight or apparent spe offie 
Valte.

The Ltruriens, olviiized before tho Lemans, have b ft 

WB many unsolved ayeteries. They struck oolnma, fay iu udwouse in 
workcanthip, of tho liomang of tho time. Their types are confined 
to ono e140, tho other belng blank and esooth e a peculiarity that 
dintinguishos thon from any other coins, except a few crag Crete. 
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In 268 BeC., wien the firet silver was coined in Home, 
the mint was vet up hard by tho Vonple of Juno Uonets, goddoes of 
good gounsel, from whouw we got our word "money". Silver had 
been cained in Campania and elsewhere before then, Jut now 
when Kone had gained the powor she took the drastio atop of 
stopping all other goinage than her own in Italy. ‘Sho issues 
her donarius, her silver penny, which honceforth, with a fow om 
goptions, is the only silver currency of Italy. This denarius, 
with the helacted head of Koma ani the diosaurl on the back, 
spread with the axtension of Loman dominion beyond Italy and 
beyond the seas and avontually dominated the currency of? the 
oivilized world. All through tho Uidde Ages tie nane and form 
perciste It beaomes tho dornior of the Pranks ani Prench and the 
pemy of tho English and of all tho northorn countries and the 
initiol provides tho abbreviation for the Unaglich penny of our day, 
Kepublican Rome used little cold. in the orisis of tho first 
Punic ilay (242 B.C.) a gold plede of sixty seatoroos was iscued 
with Mare and tio Roman eazle as ite types. The denarii of the 
Kepublig after its earliest issues, wore not utate but consular 
or oagieteriai, struck by some one hundred and oighty familics 
pide by side with the state isanes of copper.  Thore was gone 
Gorgular gold, for oxauplo the anrous of Junius Bratus. He had 
fought with Pompey against Julius Caeser but seeing the way the 
wind was blowing aftor VYharcalus, had charged sidos and had sought 
and obtained Caowar's pardon.  Caosar even mado hin Govoxmor of 
Gaul and Practor of Rome. But he sould not stick. Me oharged 
again and joined with Cassius and the other conspirators in taking

Bat even in ite nerrowost Lisite the extent of Homan 
ooinage alone io appalling. There are coins of sone two hundred 
und twenty empororsa and sowbers of thoir fanilies. 02 Augustus 
Yive hundred and fifty variotis aro known; of Nero throo hundrod; 
of Vespasian five hundred and twenty; of Uarous Aurelius eight 
hundred and fifty, und of Uadrien two thousand Live hundred. 
Vithout counting varietieg of dics or mints nor lessor gymbola, 
letters or monograns, but taking only what may be called important 
typos, it is estinuted that umvards of ono hundred and fivty 
thousand yarioties of Grool and Noonan coins have cone dowm to us 
and that more than hal? of theso are somane Indood the corpus 
of anoiont coins has yot to be written! 

There wore not many Honan mints, eelde from the quasie 
eutonouons ones in the Asiatic um other colonios to which I 
referred above, ond these wore practically confined to copper 
leoues. Tho thrac groat inporial mints in 44a ond Africa were 
at Cogsaria in Coppadoeta, at Antiooh in Syria and at Alexandria 
in Ssypt. thers wore Constantinople and at Terzagona in Spain; 
at Treves and London and at “yone and me and oloovhere. The 
Chie? aintg in the Vest wore those at lyons und Roma. 

The story of tho colebrated rovolt of tho monoyors in 
the reign of Aurolian (2704274) gooo to show the olse ami importance 
of the mintae Those wroons had takon advantace of the troubles 
of the Wupire during the last fifty yours and had coined base money 


in Which there was sreat profit. aurelian dotermineda to ret foy

hincelf all tho advantages there was oowing from that business, 
Felioissinus, mintmacter - unhappily named « togk up arms ant 
hig follow moneyors gathored arounl him on the Caelian hill. 
There they reekxted with such fury the troops sont ugainst thon 
that soven thousand soldiers are eaid tc have fallen bofore the 
rebels wore brousnt under-+ To account fora foxwoe so great, we 
have only to renonber that there was no machinery; the etrivking 
and all the other details of tho mintage wore done by hand, aml 
4t¢ was not only Hong but tho groator part of tie whole civilized 
world that had to be aupplied with its money, chiefly of copper. 
The imporial coins wore the gold aurous, the silver denariug 
ami the aopper sestertius ani thoir fractions. Twenty-five donarii 
went to the aureus ani four sosterges to tho donarius, The cooing 
varied in weight and finenoss and in sige but they kept their 
gomral relative value and their prodominance until the overthrow 
of the Vastern Znpire, though there is « noticeable lessening of 
the oia@ and thiming of the flan, ap there is an ingrease in the 
buseness of the motal to kesn paco with the decline of Rome. 

In the time of +ugustus a soldior's pay was ten asses 
or two and a half sestorcos a day. While this doosn't compare 
vory favombly with the shilling a day of “Tommy Atkins" or tha 
inyvone of "le miillonaire androuin” of tho 4.5.3., it 19 about 
what Sonophon's BOldiozve got and certainly wont convidermbly 
Surthor thon Sas it would in this twontioth century. 

The normal obve.se type frou Aucustus to the ond of the 
Hapire ia the hoad of the reigning oaperor or of 4 momber of hig 
feally or of an associate or ~ for that aloo nay almost be galled 
normal ~ of a profonder. It is not that tho emverors claimed 
diving descent or posed as immortals; it is ragher thet the right 
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of portraiture had come to be a were tokon of porgonal euthority. 
That ia gertainly why every protender hustened to lesue ecing 

end to put upon them a portrait of hiuself. There are coins of 
Albin (193), of Magnentius (360), of Procobius (365), of Attalus 
(409) and of John (423), all protondexs or usurpers whose pre. 
tonsions wore ondod sinost as euddonly and quickly as they began. 
There aro aven plowed of liarlus, chortowt of all, whe held out for 
threo days only in Gaul. Some of the recognized omperors us well 
gat upon unstoady, tottoring thrones ~ Galba for seven months 
before he was murdered; Otho for ninety-fivo days bofore he killed 
hinself; Pertinax for one week loss, snd Didius Julianus for only 
sixty-gix days altagethor. Gordian Afrieanus « Zine 014 fellow « 
hold on for forty-five days before he gave up and committed suicide, 


am “uintillus, I think, holds the dunony record of under threo weeks, 
The average roign of a Homan emporeor was seven yours as against 


Sixteen et Byzantim, ninotoon in Englend and twonty in Pranes eni 
the Boly Roman Uupiz. 

The pieces I heave put ont are intended to give at o 
glenoe an idea of the inporial coinage from Augustus, the firt 
onperox, tO Rebulus Auguotulus, the laet of the line in the Veet, 
Tho highest point 4s reached an tho time of the Mevien and Antonine 
euperors, fran the middle of tho first to tho ond of the second 
conturiene Thenoefomard there is a gradual decline to the tine 
of Constantine after whom a conventional portrait is all that the 
die engraver geoap abie to produce. At the beginning of the 
fifth contury, when even the profile portraits have bocone almost 
unrecognisable, the full fade begins to prevail oupecially in the 
Hast where it lasts indood for more then a thousend yoare.

Saborius ond following it, to show the family tios of the tiae, 

a medallion of 4uguotus, ctop-father of Tiberius, and coins of 

his mother, Livia; his brother, BDrusue; two nephows, Cormanious 
and Clandius; hic grandenophew, Caligula; grand-nieoo, 4grippina, 
end finally of Vero, Lifth enperor and groategrand-nophew of the 
seoond. Again an aurous of Septinius Severus and beside 1% one 
of Julio Domna, his wife, with portraits of their scall sons, Geta 
and Caracalla on the reverse. Caracalla uni Gota were in Britain 
with their fathor when he diod at York. They returned to Rone as 
colleagues in the oupreno power. ut there Caragallea, tho elder, 
a bey of only twenty-five, barbariously slow his younger brother — 
in their mother's ams. 

No. » 
aurous of Augustus, gommonmorates the battle of Actium in Bee Sl, 
which resulted in the deatruction of Anthony's floot, the surrender 
of his amay and the placing of tho supzome powr in the hands of 
éuguetus to be hel4 by hin for fortyefive years until his death. 
lo. commemorates the oarlicr victory (3.0.36) of Navlochus in 
Sicily whore the sane commandor, Agrippa, the friend and minister 
of Augustus, dofeated Poxpoy. No, is a medallion of Constantine 
the Greate Constantine, among his vory many other virtues, wag 
perhaps tho original “adjusted conponsation" man.
